When szeen by a reporter after the con- 
ference with Hanna and McKinley, Roose- 
velt was reticent; not so, however, Senator 
Hanra, 

The Republican boss talked with the ut- 
most freedom, referred to the vice-presi- 
dential candjdate as ‘‘Teddy”’ and announced 
him as the star attraction of the cam- 


paiga. 

“He has placed himself unreservely in 
my hands,’’ said Mr. Hanna, ‘‘and we will 
send him alll cver the country. He will be 
the. star attraction of the performance. 
First, he must make that three weeks’ tour 
of New York, and then I'll take him in 
hand, His heaviest work will be done 
west of the Jilssourt. hey like him an 
understand him out there. He is in his 
element in that locality. 

“But Teé€dy’s voice is in bad shape. I 
have told him to put himself in the hands 
of a throat specialist as soon as he strikes 
New York. We'll get him into shape just 
as quickly as possible. Then, again, Teddy 
is awkward at the oratory game. Hie 
strains himself to make every man within 
sight hear him. That is sheer nonsense. 
Just look at ‘McKinley. He is a simple 
wonder at stump speaking, indoors or out. 
Why, in the campaign of 1896 he made 170 
speeches, and the last one at Youngstown 
was the best of the bunch. He was as 
fresh as a field daisy at the finish. tut 
Teddy is too emphatic, too ambitious.
